- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claims 1 and 21 were discussed in view of the limitation of 
"maintaining the biomaterial homogeneously suspended". Mr. Brown did not agree with the examiner's classification of 
this limitation as an intended use statement, but, since this limitation does not impose any structural constraints on the 
polysaccharide gel itself, examiner maintained that it was an intended use limitation in claim 1. With respect to claims 
14 and 34, Mr. Brown contended that the limitation of "rounded, substantially spherical particles" was not anticipated by 
the reference of Staley et al. because the limitation has a priority to 1992. However, since claims 1 and 21 do not have 
the priority date of 1992, claim 14, which depends from claim 1, does not have a priority date of 1992. Further, Mr. 
Brown informed examiners that the term "rounded, substantially spherical" was well defined and Board decisions as 
well as declarations will be provided to suport this assertion . 
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
